The icing keeps the eggs from 
further Incubation, and does not 
damage their later .develop- 
ment.

The 
ery buikling houses tanks' tor 
tlngerllngs and the incubators, 
as well as a large cold storage 
plant. 

After the egg hiis hatched, 
the tiny trout feeds on the yolk 
sac for another two wecics, still 
In the' Incubatorr When -the food 
value is used up from the yotk 
sac, and the fish become ac- 
tive,' they are placed In the 
fingerllng tanks, 

The incubator^, are a series 
trays in a metal framed 
statji, which has 16 trays each. 
Each, tray holds around S,000 
eggs and a total of 118,000 eggs 
may be hatched in each stack 
iit one lime. Eight stacks form 
the incubation capacity ot this 
stathin. 

Each stack has a continuous 
flow ot water which uses about 
six gallons a minute. The incu- 
bators of this type are highly

Fish are shipped (rem the 
hatchery when they are about 
nine. Inches long as ycarllnRS.

The station Is made tip of 
three components. The hatch- 
ery, the laboratory and the bi- 
ology section.. The biologist's 
scrvices\ are' available to slate 
and -commercial hntcherie.'!. He 
has a complete laboratory at 
the Hogcrman National Fish 
Jlatchcry, where his reseorch 
values arc 'many and varied. .

Small, but equally varied, ~is 
Baldwin Manufacturing Com- 
pany's two-man operation head- 
ed by Burr Baldwin, TwfjjJFalls. 
firm produces potato

Self Manufacturing Co., Inc., 
concentrates on 'steel fabrica- 
tion.

He, Is a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Idaho and holds a 
degree . in business administra- 
tion.

olways--In Ihe farming Industry, 
and h: returned to the Big Wood 
River Valley to pursue the busi- 
nffsTKc liked best. ' 

In I960 Fox' started his egg 
business. While' he is a small 
producer In comparison with 
the large commercial plants of 
the country, he has built 
utation for quality. . 

In the first double 'unit- he 
built he houses 6,000 .layers - 
three thousand In each section. 
A second building, in which he 
has at present- -SflOO—firowing 
pullets, tie plans to u-ie entirely 
as a brooder' ho'use. '

His latest improvement is the 
erection of a lEO by 42-foot 
building in which will be housed 
a fully automatic Kecnco Cage 
Unit which will occomodate 9, 
000 birds in this house.

Same farmers (old him. tha 
equipment -held. up. a- lot beltef— 
than did the hired labor. 

They started making potatio 
harvesters about 15 years ago 
and hove been Improvlns on 
them ever since. 

Bauer, started Inventing and-' 
manufacturing shop tools wheif 
he was 12 years old. He sold 
he doesn't necessarily like to 
work with the tools, but*his en- 
joyment lies In the actual in- 
venting and making of the tool, ' 

The odd thing Is that'he cAn't 
make a blueprint. He can vis- . 
usllzc the thing In his head 'but 
whca he starts to make a blue- 
print of It, tho idea "tadet" 
from his mind.

The eggs roll from the cages 
to a gathering tray In front of 
the cages for easy hand collect- 
ing.

However, It did not prove salk 
factory and the company now 
gets Its gravel from -Thousand 
Springs. Workers scoppcd all 
tlie gravel, by haod .until the 
addition of a dump-bed gravel 
truck eliminated that, back • 
breaking job.

T>e local farm processes the 
output of both . hatcheries In 
frozen dressed, boned and 
breaded fish which are shipped 
ail over Iho-United States and 
lo military instfiilallohs around 
the world. 

In addition to the frozen prod' 
ucti, fresh Iced fish also arc 
sent to distant cities by railway 
or motor express. 

Many famous hotels strve the 
Idaho Rainbow trout produced 
by the loclil company. Among 
those are,Fonlalnblcu nhd Eden 
Rock In Mtpnxl Beach; Essex 
House, the BMlmore and Sinuf- 
fer's in New York, Sun Volley 
and Ireland's In Chicago. 

The trout farm pioneered bv 
the' late Jack Tingcy in 1928 
was purchased by Robert E. 
Erkins in IS51. Under Erkin's 
management, the company has 
developed many of Its own dc> 
rcfts in -the youthful industry.

The farrn's basic resource Is 
a natural "water reservoir con- 
sidered (he largest below sur- 
face deposit In North America. 
The-walcr comes\ out of the 
ground , in an area known as 
Thousond Springs, which Inci- 
dentally provides the firm's 
brand name.

Fish ore taken from market' 
ing ponds next lo the processing 
building and killed ^electrically. 
.They are mounted on thc cspc; 
daily designed eviscerating ma- 
chine which whips them through 
a series of knives, brushes and 
sprays: ■ After evisceration ihe 
trout nre washed and checked 
agifin for cleanliness and sorted 
into 10 different sizes from four 
lo 14 Infhcs. 

The fish are chilled In 30 de- 
grees slush Ice. The chill tanks 
also contain Acronizc to prevent 
bacterial action. 

Following Ihe chilling and 
acronizing process (he trout 
destined to be shipped as froren 
drc^cd or boned arc dipped In 
."Frodex" solution,' a com solu- 
ble syrup, (0 give the fish a 
preservative glaze.- The mate- 
rial Is tasdess^nd merely gives 
the- fish an air-tight seal. 

The frozen trout ore then 
wrapped fn sheet Cryovac or 
iiidlvidual polyethylene bags, 
pB(:ked In five pound cartons 
and sent lo the blast freezer, 
where they remain overnight^ 
A temperature of -—10 degrees 
Is maintained in the freezer and 
it has a 10,000-pound capacity. 

Fish (0 be honed and breaded 
are sent to'* (he boning line to 
be boned and dcfinned by bond, 
Then they go to the breading 
operation opened out butterfly 
fashion .and are covered, with 
a mixture of croCker 
and fresh eggs. 

Tho boned and breaded prod- 
act Is put In cryovac bags by 
hand and vacuum packed by 
machine, then put in five pound 
boxes and sG|it lo the freezer. 

Fresh trout go straight from 
the chill tank to five pound 
polyethylene, ba'gs. These are 
subsequently encased In five 
pound cartons and then another 
poly bag is wrapped around- the 
catiton- and it's finally packed 
in wet Ice. ■ ■ - ■ 

All the frozen fish are put In 
50 pound master cartons and 
sent to a holdihg room where 
temperature Is, kept — 20 de- 
grees, considerably colder Ihon 
many^'aloragc rooms In exist- 
ence throufihout the frozon food 
Industry. The company actually 
has two subh rooms one with 
150,000 - pound capacity and

Tl>*— Snake River, 
Trout Co. has Its-o^n United 
Nations program and trains fish 
cultursllsts from other coun- 
tries. 

The foreign visitors are paid 
as they learn whatJi ,Involved 
in the.. commercial ralnboW 
trout industry. 'Th'ls knowledge 
they can lake back ^ their 
country and utilize there.' Most 
o[ (hese trained '5r^ people In 
the fish business or those hav- 
ing facilities for this Indus'try, 
Trained to dale have been per- 
sons from England, Iceland, 
Tasmania, Mexico, Egypt and 
Chile. 

Heading Ihe Snake' River 
Trout Co., are Robert Erkins, 
generol 'manager;- Ted East- 
man, plant superintendent; 
Robert Eggleston, assistant 
plant superintendent; Gary 
Wright, traffic monager and 
»iles coordinator, and Dave 
halchery biologist. 
Serving as. foremen are Wal- 
lace Kendrlck,' shipping; Joe 
Stewart and Lee Partin, feed; 
Jim Fritz, pl&nt foreman, and 
Max Kuhhr fiih'Crcw foreman. 

Erkins also Is president' and 
general manager of the affili- 
ated Idaho Springs Trout Co.. 
In the Kagerman Valley with 
Arlie Partin In charge of opera- 
tions. This company simply 
raises the fish and the Snake 
River Trout Farm purchases 
and processes them. 
Facilities currently are being 
xpandcd at the Hagcrman 
company. Unique lake type 
ponds arc under construction. 
They are over 100 feet wide and 
AW feet long.

For the first year of operation ' 
all. pipe was made In three-foot 
lengths and were tongue and 
grooved pipe (a rib on one end 
of ihe^lpe for fitting together).
